Washington, 12.—""The report 
of special examiners as to indications 
of criminal violations of law found in 
the closed First-Second National bank 
of Pittsburg now in the course 
of preparation by examiners and will 
be referred to thé department of jus- 
tice as. soon as compieted,” said Thom- 
as P. Kane, acting comptroller of the 
currency, today.

When Charlie Crawford swore out 
the murder warrant and affixed his 
cross-mark in lieu of the signature, 
Constables W. W. Rogers and Frank 
Mauldin sought out the woman in her 
home, 674 West Peachtree street, and 
also through the fashionable shopping 
district. 


Goes to Cartersville. 

Later in the afternoon Attorney 
Smith declared that his client had 
gone to Cartersville, and this was 
also the declaration of John Bennett, 
her son-in-law, who lives with her. 
Mr. Bennett asserted that he expected 
that Mrs. Crawford would return late 
Saturday night or early Sunday. 

When Mrs. Crawford returns she 
will be placed under arrest on the 
murder warrant and will have to have 
&@ hearing before a superior court 
judge before she can be allowed her 
freedom. It is expected that she will 
possibly remain in Cartersville until 
Monday and then return for the hear- 
ing and give bond. 

The Crawford kinsmen, who 
fighting her, declare that~- she gave 
her aged husband morphine’ arid 
caused his death within a month after 
she married him in order that she 
might the sooner be free to enjoy his 
wealth. 

In an effort to prove this charge 
they had the body of Mr. Crawford ex- 
humed June 12 and a post-mortem 
examination of his stomach made by 
Dr. H. F. Harris, of the state board of 
health. Dr. Harris testified that he 
found traces of morphine and also 
of meuconic acid in the stomach and 
that the man did not come to his 
death from . pneumonia, as was de- 
clared in the death certificate. 

Doctor Prescribed Morphine. 

Dr. J. W. Hurt, who attended Mr. 
Crawford in his last days, stated Sat- 
urday night that he had been called 
in about a week before Mr. Crawford 
died 

“I gave him morphine to alleviate 
his suffering,” asserted Dr. Hurt, “and 
also gave him a cough mixture’ that 
will well acrount for the presence of 
the meuconie acid. I have never tes- 
tified anything else. 

“IT am not surprised to hear that 
Dr. Harris reported finding traces of 
these drugs in the stomach, but I am 
surprised to see that he says that the 
man did not die of pneumonia. I 
treated him and signed the death cer- 
tificate. The charge that Mrs. Craw- 
ford poisoned him is entirely ground- 
less.”

CRANFORD INQUEST 
LLFGAL. SAYS SMITH 


Attorney James, However, Up- 
holds Right of the Carroll 
Coroner to Investigate. 


“The entire affair, the exhumation of 
Joshua Crawford's body, the dissecting 
of the body and the inquest were in 
direct violation of the law, and should 
we care to push it, the parties respon- 
sible could be dealt with,” declared 
Attorney Burton Smith yesterday in 
regard to the means which brought 
about the warrant from Carrollton, 
charging Mrs. Mary Belle Crawford 
with poisoning her husband. 

“The law prescribes certain ways by 
which a coroner may be given the 
right to exhume a body, but there was 
no authority in this case for Coroner 
Baskin to do this, despite the 
obtained from Judge James 
he added. 

i Mra. Crawford Not Notified. 

“No notification was given to Mrs. 
Crawford of the move and none of her 
witnesses were there to make a state- 
ment, and the entire affair was illegal. 
The declaration of Judge John T. Pen- 
Justice Don K. Johnston 
that the warrant issued in Carrol] 
county and sent here was not a suffi- 
cient ground upon which to hold Mrs. 
Crawford shows part of the affair ille- 
gal.’’ 

Attorney Joseph S. James, who rep- 
resents the prosecution in the criminal 
case and the plaintiffs in the civi] 
action, defends the steps taken, and 
declares that he can bring the Georgia 
code to prove his assertions. 

James Defends Steps Taken. 

He made the following statement: 

“According to the criminal code of 
Georgia, section 1337, a coroner shall 
make an inquest over a body in his 
respective county on thé following con- 
ditions: First, in all cases of sudden 
and violent death; second, sudden death 
in prison; third, dead bodies found in 
their counties; fourth, whenever or- 
dered by a court having criminal juris- 
diction. 

“Judge James Beall, of the city court

,of Carrollton, has criminal jurisdiction 


over all Carrdll county. He ordered 
the coroner to hold an inquest over the 
body of J. B. Crawford. 

“Then, after he ordered the coroner, 
he swore the jury according to law. 
He swore all the witnesses before the 
coroner’s jury, and examined them all, 
and the jury found their verdict. Every 
legal step was taken before the coro- 
ners jury. 

“As a matter of law it is untrue 
that any other county had legal juris- 
diction over J. B. Crawford's body ex- 
cept the coroner of Carroll county. 
The slightest investigation will con- 
vince any court or lawyer of the fact 
that the coroner of Fulton county or 
the jury of Fulton county would have 
no legal jurisdiction over a dead body 
in Carroll county.”

The Work of Frances Willard. 

Frances E. Willard, the honored citl- 
zen of the state of Illinois, said: “I used 
to take my little tin dinner pail, as of 
old,, in district school days, and go over 
to the Illinois statehouse every morning 
some kind ladies being there with their 
sewing to stay with me, and we thus 
kept house for weeks. The state gevol- 
ogist let us fix up his room with flowers 
and birds and pretty home devices. 
This is what she was ‘lobbving’ for—thea 
right of women of lawful age to be 
privileged to take part in the same 
manner as men when voting on tlhe 
question of lcense.’’ This petition, 
says Miss Willard in a foot note in her 
book, “Glimpses of Fifty Years,” “was 
sealed and placed in the rooms of the 
Chicago Historical fety, not to ap- 
pear until the day of jubilee, when 
women vote in Illinois July 2, 1913. The 
Atlanta Constitution informs us that 
2,000 women, representing a score or 
more societies active in obtaining the 
passage of a woman's suffrage bill, pa- 
raded Michigan avenue in gaily deco- 
rated automobiles. The bill granting 
equal suffrage to women for all statu- 
tory offices became a law on the Ist 
of July, 1913 Frances Willard lobbted 
and she died respected and loved by 
all, and her statue stands in the Hall of 
Fame at Washington. D, C., next to 
George WW shiierten, “Don’t be ashamed 
to go to your own statehouse, f you 
and your forbears helped to build it.” 

Woman's Citizenship Suffrage. 

If the right of the male citizen to 
vote is at present determined by stand- 
ards quite insistent with our natural- 
ization laws, the right of the female 
citizens to vote may said to be de- 
termined by practically no standards at 
all. Under the present laws the nat- 
uralization of women follows that of 
husband and father. Resident Ameri- 
can women may therefore be deprived 
of their vote. Upon marriage to an 
alien, foreign-born women.and even 
most recently arrived immigrant wom- 
en may immediately enfranchised 
by marriage to a citizen. Following 
this enfranchisement, her citizenship 
is retained even though she is divorced, 
if she continues reside in the Unite 
ed States

FINANCIAL. 

New York, July 12.—The dullness and slug- 
gishness of the week’s stock market did not peér- 
mit of any definite conclusions as to the course 
of speculative sentiment, which apparently re- 
mained quiescent and in a formative stage. Fa- 
vorable inferences were negatively deduced from 
the small effect on prices producéd by apparently 
damaging developments. ‘‘‘A liquidated market’’ 
was a phrase often heard. This had little in- 
fluence, however, in inducing any positive de- 
mand for securities.

The report of the state 
department has just been 
Quartermaster. General William 
Obear, formerly adjutant general, 
a most comprehensive and formidable 
volume it is, composed of 500 or more 
pages. 

Among other things the report 
recommends a definite policy for the 
State’s militia, susgests how mob rule 
may be eliminated and gives an ex- 
haustive report of the Augusta strike. 

Regarding the elimination of mobs 
the report says: 

“These (at Augusta) and events of 
like nature lead to the opinion that 
if the people of this state sincerely 
desire to eradicate the mob evil from 
their midst they must, through their 
general assembly, provide the neces- 
sary machinery for so doing. It is be- 
lieved that the recent act restricting 
the ordering out of troops solely to 
the governor and requiring him to 
first declare a state of insurrection in 
the affected district when troops are 
so ordered, is a long step in the right 
direction, but this should be follow- 
ed by other statutes to make the ma- 
chinery complete. 

“As elsewhere indicated, 
is needed to suspend sheriffs who 
in their duty; to direct a change 
venue in cases where mob violence is 
likely to occur, and there should be 
organized a state police or constabu- 
lary similar to the Texas Rangers, the 
Pennsylvania constabulary and the 
Canadian -mounted police, to act di- 
rectly under the governor's orders, or 
through the military department, for 
the purpose of ferreting out and 
bringing to trial such cases of law- 
lessness as has existed in certain 
counties recently and which is liable 
to reoccur in the state at any tlme. 
The strength of this force should be 
elastic so that it might be reduced 
to a few men, or increased when 
circumstances demand. 

Local Authorities Wanting. 

‘If the local authorities could be 
uniformly depended upon to do their 
whole duty in enforcing the law such 
a force might not be needed, but it is 
regrettable to state that it is now a 
rare exception when local authorities 
are not found wanting in such cases 
due largely to political conditions.

An agreement reached by steamship 
companies and railroads east of the 
Mississippi and south of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers, upon rules regarding 
the shipment of cotton, is made pub- 
lic in a circular letter being sent out 
by the Georgia Bankers’ association to 
people connected with the production 
of cotton or its by-products.

These regulations are directed at the:

tion as received by the common Ccar- 
riers, and are, regarded as the instru- 
ment by which cotton shipping will 
be revolutionized. 
Bankers’ Circular. 
The circular sent out by the bankers 


follows 

To Farmers, Ginners, Cotton Seed Oil 
Mills, Cotton Exporters and Cotton 
Compresses: 

Owing to the large and, it is alleged, 
unjust claims, which have. been made 
against the steamship and railroad 
lines for damageg to cotton, we would 
call your attention to the following 
resolutions, which were adopted at a 
meeting of the steamship and all rail- 
road lines east of the Mississippi and 
south of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
held on June 18 relative to the condi- 
tion in which bales of cotton 
placed before a clean bill of lading will 
be issued, either by the railroadg or 
the steamships, namely: 

That-effective on and after 
ber 1, 1913, no railroad or 
bill of lading will be issued 
describing the actual condition of the 
bales of cotton received by them. 

The following clauses descriptive of 
bales of cotton to be used in bills of 
lading:

The standard size bale 27x54 
inches, is the basis of the freight en- 
Zagement with ocean carriers, and each 
and evéry bale of cotton from gin 
boxes not exceeding 27x54 inches must, 
on delivery, contain a minimum den- 
sity of 22 1-2 pounds to the cubic foot.

Ninth. Each and every bale of cot- 
ton must be durably and legibly 
marked or branded.

No 
other mark allowed upon the bale ex- 
cept head brand (if any) and the mark 
under which the bale is moving for 
port.

BILL FOR THE REVISION 
OF HEALTH LAWS OF STATE 


sf 


The bill for establishing a state de- 
partment of health provides just the 
machinery that is absolutely necessa- 
ry to secure the maximum degree of 
health in every part of the state. 
Such machinery does not now exist; 
hence the need for the enactment. 

It provides for a state board of 
health, giving to it authority and 
power to enactand enforce such regu- 
lations as ame needed to provide uni- 
formg and effective health laws and to 
secure practical results. It provides 
also for county boards of health, to 
have supervision over all matters re- 
lating to health and _ sanitation in 
their respective counties, and with au- 
thority to act. 

The bill further provides for a state 
commissioner of health, who shall be 
in every way competent, and who shall 
do such things as compile vital and 
mortuary statistics, make inquiries as 
to the local causes of diseases, amd 
who shall have power to enforce state 
health laws and regulations. Asso- 
ciated with him shall be two super- 
visors of health, who shall do practical 


work as field agents and educational 
work, delivering courses Of lectures | 
to the pupils of state normal schools. 


The bill also provides for a district | 


commissioner of each sanitary district, | 
composed of one or more counties. | 
Such a commissioner, thoroughly qual- 
ified for his duties, shall give all his 
time to his office, and shall have the 
statutory powers of a constable within 
hig district in all matters pertaining | 
to public health and in the enforce- | 
ment of the laws of health. The work | 
of the district commissioner, as con- | 
templated in this bill, is the heart of | 
the matter so far as practical results | 
are concerned. His duties are such as | 
making sanitary inspections and sur- | 
veys of school buildings, grounds and 
water supply, and examining pupils 
and teachers and janitors for infec- | 
tious and contagious diseases. 

This comprehensive bill seems in | 
every Way sufficient, and with it | 
greatly needed reforms and improve- | 
ments along the line of health and 
physical betterment can be accom- | 
plished.

Early Fire Fighting. 

Fire fighting in those days was a 
very different proposition from what 
‘it is today. There was not the big 
and well-trained corps of men always 
waiting at the station for the alarm 
to ring, but in the middle of the night 
when somebody’s house was burning 
down the citizenry which composed

The volunteer 
fire service was more or less of a 
social organization then. There were

ments, and the fire -house was the 
rendezvous of the “sports” of the 
town, and the gossiping place of local 
politicians. The fire station was the 
general dispenser of news. 

But today a fireman has gomething 
more to attend to than dancing and 
politics. His is a business and not a 
pastime or fad. 

It is his to be awake even while he 
is asleep. At night his clothes are 
arranged by his bed so that when the 
electric alarm sounds he literally 
steps from his bed into his clothes 
and is instantly dressed. There is not 
even time for the use of stairs nowa- 
days, but the husky fireman makes a 
leap for a brass pole beside his bed 
and slides down through a hole in 
the floor to the room below where 
the apparatus is waiting. 

The horses are ne less well trained 
‘than the men, but as soon as the 
alarm rings, rush from their stalls to 
their respective pieces of apparatus. 
A fireman pulls a trigger and the har- 
ness drops on the horses and they are 


ons, By this time each fireman is 
standing in his position, and as the 
apparatus dashes out catches his 
place. His fire fighting clothes are 
on the wagons and each man dresses 
for his work as the apparatus dashes 
madly up the street.

The danger has already begun, long 
before the firemen reach the scene of 
battle, for, perhaps, a fireman dreads 
nothing more than being flung from 
his wagon as it takes a corner on two 
wheels and being crushed under the 
hoofs of the foaming horses and the 
heavy wheels behind him. 

The chief himself says that one of 
the closest calls he has ever had in 
his thirty-six years of service was in 
this very way. 


But at the fire dangers multiply 
with lightninglike speed on all sides. 
There is the boiling, strangling smoke 
and the hungry flames that leap from 
the dark to destroy. There is the 
treacherous wall that drops like a 
deadfall upon its victims, and the pit- 
fall of the undermined floor. The 
dreaded live wire lurks silently in the 
dark to strike like a serpent. 

There ts a little book in Chief Cum- * 
mings’ desk that contains the name 
of every man that has ever left the 
department for any reason. There is 
not a man*in the department who 
has not the hope that when the time 
comes for him to go the words, “He 
died in discharge of his duty,” may 
be inscribed after his name. 

These words spell faithfulness, hon- 
or, bravery, heroism and all that is to 
be desired in a man.

IS COTTON THE “GOAT?” 


We reproduce elsewhere an extract from 
The New York Journal of Commerce com- 
tax on cotton 


menting on the proposed 


futures. A rider to the new tariff biil pro- 
vides that transactions in cotton futures 
shall be taxed one-tenth of a cent per 
pound, the tax to be refunded should actual 
delivery be made. The authority quoted by 
The Journal of Commerce believes such 
a measure would completely demoralize the 
cotton industry throughout the south, vis- 
iting large loss on farmers as well as on 
merchants. 

Another feature The Constitution thinks 
the fimance committee and the _ senate 
might well investigate is that relating to 
any possible discrimination. The measure 
contends, by implication, that speculation 


in cotton is subversive of legitimate busi- 
ness, otherwise the tax would not be im- 
posed. We do not undertake to say if this 
principle, speaking from the economic point 
of view, is right or wrong. We do know 
that gambling in cotton has, in years past, 
been the cause of much loss to the south. 
But if it be set up as a legal axiom that 
dealing in cotton futures is harmful, would 
not the same principle logically apply to 
dealings in stock futures, in provision 
futures and grain futures? 

If it is desirable that future tranac- 
tions in cotton be checked or made to yield 
a revenue, is it not equally desirable that 
such transactions in other farm products, 
and in stock deliveries, 
the same process? AS we see it, the issue 
does not affect cotton alone. It affects 
every commodity or article to which it is 
customary to apply the speculative method. 

If this is true, would it not'be well to 
make inquiry to the end that if restrictions 
of this nature are to be thrown around 
cotton they should also be thrown around 
other commodities? If this is not done, 
what may happen? Say the experiment re- 
garding cotton proceeds, and the principle 
of taxing transactions in futures is shown 
to be unsound. Then all other commodities 
are exempted, and cotton becomes the 
“goat.” - And cotton has already played 
that role among other farm and industrial 
products long enough. 

Since the tax is included in the tariff bill, 
it is fair to assume that the finance com- 
mittee regards it a revenue measure. If 
that is true, then the products of all in- 
dustries should be put upon the same plane. 
The matter is of sufficient importance to 
warrant careful deliberations on part of 
both senate and house. 


MONEY ATLANTA LOSES. 


Brooks Morgan, chairman of the manu- 
facturers’ committee of the chamber of 
commerce, said the other day that hardly 
a corporal’s guard of Atlantans realized 
that over 1,000 articles for daily use are 
manufactured in this city. He used this 
statement as an argument for the establish- 
ment of a permanent manufacturers’ expo- 
sition. He described his recent visit to 
Cincinnati and described how that city had 
almost solved the problem of encouraging 
home industries through its permanent ex- 
hibit. It igs fortunate that the chamber of 
commerce and the manufacturers of At- 
lanta are taking cognizance of these condi- 
tions and that preparations for a perma- 
nent exhibit are now under way. 

Preference for the foreign label seems 
almost inborn in our people. With the 
south particularly it is a product of the 
reconstruction era, when very few articles 
were manufactured in this section and 
when it became a settled custom to rely 
for them upon other parts 
Since then, 
velously in 
for several 


of the country. 
the south has developed mar- 
the industrial sense. Indeed, 
years our manufactured prod- 
ucts have exceeded our agricultural prod- 
ucts in value, 

Atlanta has shared proportionately in 
that development. The manufacturers’ ex- 
position held here last August was a sledge- 
hammer demonstration of that fact. Ex- 
hibits covering most of the articles re- 
quired in daily life were on display. The 
exposition was a revelation to the average 
Atlanta. And that was regardless of the 
fact that a large percentage of the manu- 
facturers in this vicinity had not -entered 
the exhibition. 

It would be a task to estimate how much 
money Atlanta annually sends to other gec- 
tions for goods that can be bought in the 
home market of the same quality and at 
less or equal price. The Constitution has 
been argting with the farmers of Georgia 
to. cease the practice of contributing to 
other sections for the feedstuff they should 
produce at home. The same principle ap- 
plies to manufactured goods. The millions 
of dollars sent out of the state each year 
by this and other cities for articles that are 
made in Georgia should be kept at home. 
This is no prejudiced plea against foreign- 
made goods. Many articles cannot be pro- 
duced in Georgia. These will naturally 
be bought from without the state. And, in 
any case, the home-made article must com- 
pete with the imported article and should 
be given no handicap for the simple reason 
that it was made at home. 

But where all things are equal it is to 
the interest of the community to patron- 
ize the home manufacturer. He {is not the 
only one benefited. Every dollar turned 
loose here is a contribution to the prosper- 
ity of each factor, running the entire social 
gamut, 


A WEEVIL DEAD-LINE. 


Senator Smith, of South Carolina, would 
protect the South Atlantic cotton states 
from the Doll weevil by establishing a 
dead-line in the state of Alabama, recently 
invaded by the pest. His idea is that if a 
zone is established from the Tennessee 
river to the gulf, in which the cultivation 
of cotton shall be prohibited, the weevil 
will be confined to the southwestern states. 
It is claimed that a large part of Alabama, 
all of Georgia and the remainder of the 
states would thus be protected. 

The scheme seems more ingenious than 
feasible. In the first place, cost argues 
against it. Enforcement another obsta- 
cle. It is estimated that to be effectual 
the zone should be fifty miles wide. The 
proposal ig for the government to pay for 
the cotton not planted in this tremendous 
area. Now, the expense would be large 
enough for one year. But when it is con- 
sidered that this sum must be paid every 
year, or so long as the weevil is a menace, 
the proposition takes on other proportions.

A PROTEST AGAINST THE 
TAX ON COTTON FUTURES 


(From New York Journal of Commerce.) 

A well-Known spot cotton merchant from 
the south who has just returned from Eu- 
rope discussed the measure with a repre- 
sentative of The Journal of Commerce yes- 
terday. He said: 

“The rider attached to the tariff bill by 
the democratic caucus in the senate, re- 
ported to have been submitted by Senator 
Clarke of Arkansas, imposes a tax of one- 
tenth of a cent a pound on all cotton sold 
for future delivery, with a proviso that 
should said cotton be delivered on contract 
against the sale for future delivery the 
one-tenth of a cent a pound should be re- 
funded to the seller. 

“This, at first reading, is @ very innocent 
rider, but upon analysis it becomes a very 
expensive rider to the cotton producers of 
the south. 

“The system of trading in contracts for 
the future delivery of cotton is one that 
has grown to such an extent that it enables 
the farmer to dispose of his cotton at times 
when the spinner is not buying for his 
immediate use (should prices be satisfac- 
tory) and enables the spinner to accept busi- 
ness which is offered for shipment many 
months in advance at a time of the year 
when he does not wish,to put the cotton 
in his warehouse and at times could not 
do it because the cotton of the quality “he 
required to make the manufactured goods 
would not be available. It further enables 
the American spinners to do the business 
in competition with foreign spinners, for the 
foreign spinners were the first to avail 
themselves of the advantages of trading in 
cotton for future delivery by utilizing 
(through the cotton merchants) the Liver- 
pool contract market for the future delivery 
of cotton. 

“A very small proportion of the Amert- 
can cotton crop is ever delivered on con- 
tract of sale on. cotton exchanges, the future 
delivery contract .being cone purely of an in- 
surance nature, to enable- the merchants to 
handle the cotton economically, insuring him 
against price fluctuations in the raw com- 
modity. 

“There are hundreds of thousands of 
bales carried daily by spot merchants 
throughout the south, and the world, for 
that matter, bought from the farmer at 
times when it is difficult to make a sale 
to a spinner, and the merchant, in order 
not to speculate, sells contracts for the fu- 
ture delivery of cotton on some cotton ex- 
change to cover the cotton he has that day 
bought from the farmer. This cotton is of 
various grades, as the farmer picks it from 
his ‘plantation, and it may be of interest 
to state that there are some cotton mer- 
operating in the south that run as 
high as 75 class marks, each having a dif- 
ferent value and a different use in the mills. 

“Under the Clarke rider these contracts 
for the future delivery of cotton (which the 
spot merchant sells as a ‘hedge’) would 
have to pay a government tax of one-tenth 
of a cent a pound; consequently Its price 
to the farmer would be reduced accordingly, 
for the price at which the spinner would 
buy would only be governed by the price 
at which he could sell his goods. 

“The extensive hedging operations which 
the merchants of the country have to do 
(to keep from speculating) would pay this 
tax of 50 cents a bale to the government, 
if the merchants would buy as readily from 
the farmer with the tax as they do today 
without the tax, which is the all-important 
question. It does not seem logical that 
cotton merchants would tie themselves up 
with an enormous lot of spot cotton which 
they could not sell to the’'mills on which 
the government tax would have to be paid 
in cash at the time the hedge sale was 
made on some cotton exchange. and await 
indefinitely to see whether the cotton would 
be delivered on contract or the contract 
transferred by purchase from some other 
seller and the cotton shipped to the mill or 
whether it would be delivered on contract 
on some cotton exchange and the tax re- 
funded. 

“People who have given much thought to 
this subject believe that as soon as this 
becomes a law the buying power of mer- 
chants in the south, large and small (par- 
ticularly the small ones), would be curtailed 
50 per cent at least. In other ‘words, where 
there were two buyers for a bale of cotton 
in a community, if this rider becomes 
effective, there would be only one.” 


Tax Inheritance, Urges Banker.

There can exist no shadow of equity in 
the bearing of tax burdens. where such un- 
equal returns are allowed and ‘accepted by 
the state. No better material can be con- 
tributed toward increasing the personal fol- 
lowing of the pernicious soclalists than is 
shown by the fact of one man paying twice 
as much ad valorem taxation as another. 

A man of large estate can not conscien- 
tiously give in his property for taxation be- 
low or above the valuation as returned by 
his neighbors. Hence, every large estate, 
after the death of the owner, appraises sey- 
eral times above its tax return value. And 
this brings to mind the nearest -possible 
approach to an equitable system of taxa- 
tion. A tax on inheritances. 

A tax founded not upon the payer’s val- 
uation of his own property, but upon the 
sworn appraisement of disinterested ap- 
praisers. 

A tax not on a man struggling to create 
wealth, but upon that which the creator can 
not himself increase or enjoy. 

A tax which automatically equalizes tax 
burdens. 

A tax, and the only one, that reaches 
the so-called unearned increment, i. e., the 
constant increase of land values in propor- 
tion to population. Inheritance taxation was 
advocated by ex-Governor Joseph M. Brown 
in two of his messages to the state legisla- 
ture; again we find the measure indorsed 
by Governor John Marshall Slaton. 

Both of these altruistic patriotic men ad- 
vocate this system of taxation, not to put 
a burden upon others, but because it is 
equitable, just and right. 

When the leading men of the state, upon 
whose property the burden will heaviest fall, 
advocate the enactment of such a law by 
the legislature, where can be found an ex- 
cuse for its further postponement?

WAS RICHARD III. 
ABHORRENT TO LOOK 
UPON? 


Historians have pictured Richard III. of 
England, as a person abhorrent to look upon. 
They have painted him ill-shaped, under- 
sized, homely of both face and figure and 
yet it would appear that this king has been 
greatly maligned so far as his personal 
appearance is concerned, and that instead he 
was a soldier of fine form, some pretensions 
at good looks and of great personal strength 
and courage. Who is correct? Shakespeare 
paints him a hunchback. 

The latest edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica says: “Tradition represents Rich- 
ard as deformed. It seems clear that he 
had some physical defect, though not so 
great as has been alleged. John Stow told 
Buck that old men who remembered Richard 
described him as in bodily form comely 
enough: Extant portraits show an inte!l- 
lectual face characteristic of the early 
a but do not indicate any deform- 

y 

Was Richard III. in reality the deformed, 
crooked, repulsive being such as he is de- 
scribed in the pages of Lancastrian chron- 
iclers and in the immortal poems of William 
Shakespeare? According to Sif Thomas 
Moore he was “little of stature, ill-falter of 
limbs, crook backed, his left shoulder much 
higher than his right and hard featured of 
visage.” 

Both Hall and Speed draw an exactly sim- 
ilar picture of Richard. MHolinshead also 
described him as “small and little of stature, 
his body greatly deformed, his countenance 
cruel and savoring of malice, fraud and 
deceit.” His very birth is described as hav- 
ing been a monstrous and unnatural one. 
The Chronicler Rous says: “I have often 
heard my mother say his monstrous birth 
foreshadowed his monstrous proceedings, for 
he was born with all of his teeth and with 
hair to his shoulders.” 

According to Camden “of body he was 
crooked-backed, hook-shouldered, spray- 
footed and gogegle-eyed. His face was little 
and round. His complexion was swarthy. 
His left arm from his birth was dry and 
withered.” Such were the deformities of 
mind and body which ignvrance and preju- 
dice frequently delighted to attribute to Rich- 
ard of Gloucester. 

Let us turn, however, to the other side 
and note the difference. What a much more 
attractive picture is painted by contempo- 
rary writers, more than one of whom was 
not only familiar with the person of Richard 
or had actual converse with him. From them 
we learn there is no evidence to corroborate 
the distorted and ridiculous pictures drawn 
of him by the chroniclers, who wrote under 
the Tudor dynasty. Neither the “Chronicle” 
of Vroyland, nor William of Worcester, nor 
Abbott Wethamstede, nor the other of the 
Fleetwood “Chronicle” makes allusion to any 
deformity in the person of Richard of Glou- 
cester. 

Rous, another contemporary, bitterly 
prejudiced as he is against Richard, contents 
himself with affirming that he was small of 
stature, having a short face and uneven 
shoulders, the left being lower than the right. 
But even Rous seems to admit that his coun- 
tenance was not totally disagreeable. 

His face is said to have borne a resem- 
blance to that of his father, the Duke or 
York, a likeness which was alluded to by Dr. 
Shaw from the pulpit at Paul’s Cross before 
a large concourse of. people, Richard himself 
being present. According to Rev. Dr. Rich 
he stated before them that “the special pat- 
tern of Knightly prowess, as well in all 
princely behaviors as in the lineaments and 
favor of his visage, representing the very 
face of his father.” 

Had Richard been the deformed and un- 
sightly object he has been pictured the crowd 
would no doubt have replied to the idle flat- 
ery with a shout of derision. Philip de Com- 
mines, who must have often seen Richard in 
company with his brother, Edward, 
speaks of the latter as the most beautifu! 
prince he had ever seen. Surely, therefore, 
if there had existed any remarkable con- 
trast in the personal appearances of the 
two kings, 
by the gossiping and free-spoken historian. 


Again Stow, who was inquisitive and curi- j 


ous in regard to the habits and personal 
appearance of Richard IIL, 
no other conclusion than that he was 
body especially comely, though only of low 
stature. 


Lastly, the old Countess of Desmond, who § 


had danced with Richard, declared to more 
than one of her admirers that he was the 
handsomest man in the room, except his 
brother, Edward, and “‘very well made.” It 
would seem apparent that, while Richard III.

Among the religious publications 
that have attracted wide attention in 
Georgia, especially since the recent 
Presbyterian assemblies in Atlanta, is 
the “History of the Presbyterian 
Church in Georgia,” by Rev. James 
Stacy, D.D. 

No preacher who ever lived and la- 
bored in Georgja was better known or 
had more friends than Dr. Stacy. For 
43 yearg he was pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church at Newnan, and for 
33 years he was stated clerk of the 
Synod of Georgia. And it was at the 
request of the synod, in session at 
Griffin in 1905, that Dr. Stacy assumed 
the difficult task of preparing a his- 
tory of the growth of Presbyterianism 
in Georgia. 

Dr. Stacy’s work traces the history 
of the church to the very first Presby- 
terians who landed in Georgia, as far 
back as 1735. They were a band of 
Scottish Highlanders, with their pas- 
tor, Rev. John McLeod, who was Geor- 
gia’s first Presbyterian minister. In 
very engaging narrative form the his- 
tory is then traced through its many 
stages to the present-day organization 
and work of the synod of Georgia. The 
various chapters go into the detailed 
history of the separate presbyteries in 
the- state, while the internal develop- 
ment of Presbyterianism in the cities 
of Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Macon 
and Columbus receives also particular 
description. 

Of particular interest are the chap- 
ters devoted to religious education in 
Georgia, containing a full and vivid 
history of Oglethorpe university. Ow- 
ing to the fact that a concerted plan 
is now on foot toward the re-establish- 
ing of Oglethorpe, at Silver Lake, near 
Atlanta, the history contains vital and 
interesting data concerning the check- 
ered career of this university, which 
“rose with great promise—ephemeral 
as the opening flower—but only for 
a season, for like a burning meteor 
it blazed for a time only and then went 
out im the darkness of night.” 

In the recent publication of this re- 
markable history, great credit is due 
to the Rev. C. J. Stacy, of Elberton, 
a nephew of the beloved Dr. Stacy, 
who, since his uncle’s death, has la- 
bored faithfully in completing and ed- 
iting the work.

The King and queen of Spain were, 
of course, fairly frequent visitors to 
the English court tn the late reign, 
but they will not be so in this. King 
Edward frankly liked the boyish King, 
and Alfonso had the greatest regard 
for the sovereign, who, among other 
things, taught him how to dress. But 
King George and the king of Spain 
have scarcely an idea in common; they 
bore each other to death and between 
Queen Mary and the queen of Spain 
there is even less sympathy. 

Why They Object to Royalties. 

But besides these personal reasons, 
there are others why King George and 
Queen Mary don’t care about enter- 
taining royalties at Buckingham pal- 
ace. One of these ts want of accom- 
modation. The prince of Wales, pend- 
ing the time when he will set up an 
independent establishment of his own, 
has been allotted a private suite of 
six apartments at Buckingham palace. 
Prince Albert and Prince Henry have 
been given three rooms each; the Prin- 
cess Mary with her governess has a 
suite of five rooms, and Prince John’s 
nurseries take up four roms. §8o that 
altogether there are twenty-one apart- 
ments less available for visitors than 
there were in the late retgn. Bucking- 
ham palace is by no méans a large 
royal residence and as it is now ar- 
ranged it would be difficult to find 
accommodation for the considerable 
retinue of officials and servants that 
a reigning sovereign customarily 
brings with him. 

There is one aspect cf the absence of 
royal visitors from the English court 
that, when properly understood, reveals 
King George and his consort in the 
light of rather clever economists, and 
show how they cleverly fooled even 
the sharp Lloyd George. In 1910, when 
parliament was called upon to arrange 
the various salaries and allowances for 
the crown, Lloyd George stated in* the 
house of commons that at King 
George’s own desire it would be set- 
tled that his majesty in future should 
pay out of his own private purse all 
the expenses of entertaining foreign 
monarchs at the English court. During 
the past three reigns such expenses 
have been met by a special grant out 
of the national exchequer. The chan- 
ecellor of the exchequer (presumabdly 
ay the result of a conference with King 
George) suggested that in return for 
the soverign meeting these heavy ex- 
penses out of his own pocket, all the 
revenues of the king and queen should 
be relieved of income tax that amount- 
ed to an annual charge of about 
$100,000, and the commons of course 
agreed. But since that date King 
George has not entertained any for- 
eign monarch so that his majesty cer- 
tainly has scored by an arrangement 
which her majestey, however, may be 
entirely credited with having planned.

The constitution exists to 
regulate matters of common interest; 
and in matters of natural opposition 
to pring about compromises and to 
prevent breaches. 

Freese “granted” 
his Bresleau factory 
ing the decision on certain matters 
to a committee partly elected by 
workers and partly nominated by 
himself. This succeeded well, and in 
1891 imperial legislation helped the 
idea on. The imperial industrial or- 
dinance of § 1891 provided that a 
workmen's committee must be elected | 
by the majority of employees in every 
factory employing more than twenty 
men. The committee must be con- 
sulted before any changes are made 
in the “arbeiterordnung.” 

The “arbeiterordnung” is a code of 
regulations concerning hours of 
works, notice. overwork, calculation 
and payment of wages and other in- 
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that such a code must be 
displayed in every factory. By giv- 
ing the workmen a rigsht to be heard 
as regards the “arbeiterordnung,” the 
State to a certain extent recognized 
the constitutional factory _ principle. 
But the workmen were given only an 
advisory voice. Freese's proposal is 
to give them an absolute veto. To- 
gether within his “arbelterordnung’’ 
he issued a factory constitution. By 
this charter he pledged himself not 
to change any rules without the con- 
Sent of the employees, it being under- 
stood that the workers on their side 
should not insist on changes without 
his consent.

the real profits. Finally Herr Freese 
made his periodical “speeches from the 
throne,’ in which hé@ expounded to his 
parliament the position of the factory, 
of business generally and the prospects 
for the future. 

Freese’s parliament .has unlimited 
control.over all the factory's social and 
charitable institutions. Under such 
management the factory’s institutions 
defeated the competition of rival insti- 
tutions. The substitution of the un- 
paid parliament for paid officers and 
agitators led to an enormous saving in 
the administration of funds. Before 
the parliament was founded, workmen 
25 cents a week for benefits of 
from 75 cents to $1.50 a week in time 
of sickness. Under parliamentary con- 
trol they pay from 6 to 8 cents a week,

and in time of sickness draw from $2.50 
to $3.75. Similar good results were 
attained with the death, widows and 
orphans funds, the savings bank and 
Christmas funds. The parliament fur- 
ther runs with success the factory 
baths, sport grounds, and fire brigade, 
and it organizes the factory’s annual 
festival. 

The trouble of the constitutional fac- 
tory, as experience soon showed, is not 
in the notion itself, but-in the suspi- 
cion and dislike which it awakens out- 
side. Herr Freese has had trouble 
with both the organizations of employ- 
ers and the organizations of employed. 
Both are well organized, combative and 
distrustful. Dr. Sydow, Prussian min- 
ister of trade, praised the constitu- 
tional factory as one of the most fruit- 
ful social initiatives of the present 
generation; it was further backed up 
by the Reichstag member, Friedrich 
Naumann; by the leading economist, 
Professor Brentano, and by Professor 
Sering. But reactionaries everywhere 
have opposed the plan. In the Prus- 
sian diet the opposition was led by Dr. 
Von: Roechlinfi who characterized in- 
dustrial constitutionalism as “one of 
the most dubious and slippery notions 
which ever entered the brain of man.” 
The fact that the granting of a con- 
stitution did not diminish Herr Freese’s 
profits proved no consolation to his 
frightened fellow employers, and the 
“Arbeitgeber,” the organ of all Ger- 
man manufacturers, began a campaign, 
against Freese’s schemes. But Freese 
has experienced that a greater danger 
still comes from the side of alleged 
friends of the working man. 

Campaign by. Unions. 

The trades unions, which are nearly 
all in the hands of the social demo- 
cratic party, began & campaign against 
the constitutional factory. Their cam- 
paign was natural enough, because 
Freese’s wish is to spread content, and 
the socialists admit that they do not 
want content, even if it Is brought by 
an amelioration of the workers’ lot. 
Freese is assailed as a dishonest man. 
whose aim is to bribe his men out of 
their “healthy dissatisfaction.’’ The 
socialist reichstag member, Heinrich 
Heinse, leads the assault. Socialism, 
he affirms, does not want a constitu- 
tional factory; it wants a democratic 


factory; a factory which instead of a 
division of power shall have all power 
with the workers. ‘The constitutional 
factory.” says Heinse, “lets the sub- 
jects share power wit hthe king: that 
jects a big thing; but when we exam- 
ine it closer, we see that we can do 
without the king.” The socialist as- 
sault has had some success. The so-

The star-spangled banner, emblem of 
a united country and a liberty-loving 
people, reflects in design and colors 
the history of our United States. The 
stars on the blue field symbolize that 
“In God is Our Trust.” The red stripes 
are tokens of defiance to the nation’s 
enemies, and with white ones represent 
the thirteen colonies that by united 
effort gave the world a new nation. 
Beautiful to the eye as is this trinity 
of red, white and blue, there is also 
significance, for, in the language of 


t color, the red denotes courage and de- 


fiance; the white, purity 
and the blue, vigilance, 
and justice. 

History is silent as to the origin cf 
flag, but when all the circum- 
stances of the times are considered it

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evolved from England’@ red standard 
when a union of colonies was made 
necessary by events of the period 
which kindled a desire for freedom in 
the hearts and minds of an oppressed 
people. 

The emblem of England, a red cross 
on a white field, was brought to our 
shores by the early English explorers 
and the Mayflower pilgrims. ;

The crosses of St. George and St. 
Andrew, the emblem of English sov- 
ereignty, remained unchanged in the 
upper corner next the staff. for at this 
period the colonists had not enter- 
tained the idea of absolute severance 
from England. 

Mottoes on Flags. 

Many of the colonial flags bore the 
words, “We Appeal to Heaven,” but 
mottoes or inscriptions were unsatis- 
factory and difficult to read, therefore 
a design typical of the faith of the 
people was made necessary” Thus it

A STUDY PROGRAM ON THE LIFE 
OF GENERAL CLEMENT A. EVANS 


(The Daughters of the Confederacy 
held General Evans in highest esteem 
and would be glad to see his memory 
honored in his native state. Extracts 
from a program used as_ historical 
study by the U. D. C. of Georglia.— 
Editor.) 

Study: Clement A. Evans. Born in 
Stewart county, Georgia, 1933; died in 
Atlanta, 1911. 

“Men survive as brave as he, but 
nene perhaps whose personality. re- 
flected so strongly, so visually, the in- 
carnate spirit of the martial south. 
He was a warrior to the last, but, par- 
adoxically, he radiated, too, the spirit 
and peace of kindness.” 

Readings. 

Extract from an address delivered on 
the unveiling of the Gordon m ment 
on the capitol grounds in Atlanta,\May 
25,. 1907: 

“The confederacy was breathing cut 
its life. Its last drops 
dripping from its veins. Its spirit drift- 
ed away, leaving a rich inheritance of 
virtue for the use of the whole coun- 
try. Its catafalque was the _ broad 
bosom of its defender. On its gray 
casket was spread the beautiful flag 
which its heroes had horne through 
four years of war, and its body was 
buried te’ rise no more, but no man 
knows the place of its grave.’’—Gen. 
Clement A. Evans. 

Extract from the 
erans, May, 1911: 

(This recalls a recent conversation— 
March, 1911—-with Gen. Clement. A. 
Evans, which represents the unusual 
conditions about Appomattox. The di- 
vision that General Evans commanded 
was of the last to be paroled. He 
rode away entirely alone and itt was 
not regarded as any lack of devotion 
of his staff or other men of his com- 
mand that he was not attended, for 
the burden of his mind on that day, 
that he would ever devote himself as 
fully as practicable to the welfare of 
these men. He started on the long 
journey by himself, riding on and on 
until nightfall. When he reached the 
camp cof the federals he alighted and 
walked to the officers’ tent. No one 
knew him personally, but as he wore 
his uniform with the stars and wreath 
of a confederate general the men

‘greeted him most cordially and invited 
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him to spend the night with them, 
which he did. They extended the most 
cordial hospitality to him and cared 
for his jaded horse as thoroughly as 
for their Own. General Evans refers 
to this as one of the pleasantest ex- 
perience of that eventful time.) 


General Evans—The Man. 

The life story of Evans is an un- 
broken account of honorable service 
to his state and to his God. From its 
beginning until {ts end it is a sequence 
of good deeds tn which his descendants 
and all who had the hone of claiming 
him as friend may well take pride. He 
helped to make history; he seemed to 
act upon an instinctive altruism that

thought of self as one of the minor 
motives in his life. From a worldly 
peint of view, he was only moderately 
successful; that alone is sufficient in- 
dication that he worked unselfishly for 
had he devoted his tremendous energy, 
determination and genius to the de- 
velopment of his own fortune the re- 
sult would have been quite different. 
But he was not fitted by nature for 
selfish thought or deed. His Hfe was 
laid down for him when at his birth 
he was endowed with a: kindly, sweet 
disposition, an abounding generosity 
and a broad, Christian spirit. 

Fearless soldier, tireless preacher, 
soul of country and refinement in 
every thought and deed was General 
Evans. As judge, as legislator, as en- 
listed man and as officer of all the 
grades up to bravest major general, ag 
Lminister, author, prison commissioner, 
he was loved and respected by all and 
his memory will be revered as long as 
history endures. 

He had the distinction of being the 
only commanding officer who led the 
troops in victorious battle against the 
federal army after the surrender of 
Appomattox When couriers reached 
him with news of the surrender they 
found him fighting in his own quarter 
of the field and whipping the fight. 

In the eyes of Georgia, General Ev- 
ans was perhaps the fast splendidly 
picturesque and almost classic fgure 
among the surviving leaders of the 
struggles between the states tn 
Georgia. His passing means not only 
the loss of a great citizen, but the 
extinction of a type. 

He had been in fafltm@ heatth for sev- 
eral years and durinme the past few 
months had suffered periods of illness, 
recurring with increasing frequency. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans G4ted full of 
years and honors at his Atlanta home, 
167 Capitol avermpe, Sunday afternoon, 
July 2, 1911.

One of the most signal triumphs 
modern physical science and one 
the most far-reaching movements 
all the history of education, is the 
development within the last fifty years 
of that phase of education called tech- 
nical or industrial. Not exactly a 
revolution, but rather an evolution, 
persistently pervasive, it has com- 
pletely metamorphesed the face of our 
school system. Greek, Latin and 
mathematics, this trinity, fifty years 
ago, well nigh constituted the sched- 
ule of the college and university. The 
chief class regarded was the govern- 
ing class, and the aim in view was 
almost exclusively statecraft or man- 
craft. The only proper study of man- 
kind was man; the utilitarian was de- 
rided. Ignorance, well nigh com- 
plete, prevailed to the stupendous 
mechanical forces of nature, or the 
wonderful forces of plantand animal 
life. Agriculture was largely a Series 
of motions inherited from Adam, 
While the chief forms of energy were 
the human muscle or the mule. 

Now, the aim of the new education 
is to dignify labor and to fit men 
for the practical business of life. Nec- 
essarily, in any scheme of education 
there must be ful] recognition of 
man’s human or spiritual eleménts; 
but technical education is not to sup- 
Plant but merely to supplement the 
sound training of the older school. 
Man has a spirit, but he also has a 
body, and man and his ways is only 
half of the story of education; there 
are “things and their forces,” and the 
knowledge and: mastery of “things 
and their forces” sums up the history 
of the wonderful industrial develop- 
ment of the last five decades.

The great movement under discus- 
Sion in the United States takes its 
Origin with almost mathematical pre- 
cision from the year 1862, the most 
important factor in effecting this gi- 
Santic change in the educational 
world being the land-grant or agri- 
cultural and mechanical college, an 
institution established, one in each 
State, under the provisions of the fed- 
eral act Known as the Morrill act of 
1862—one of thg most far-reaching 
acts of constructive statesmeanship in 
the history of our, government; and, 
resultant therefrom; one of the great- 
est systems of technological institu- 
tions in the world. Up to 1862, scien- 
tific tnaining in American colleges 
was only fragmentary. Harvard, Yale 
and Princeton offered only a few par- 
allel courses of science, the University 
of Virginia, among American  uni- 
versities, having given the reatest 
impetus to the study of the natural 
sciences. There were but few labora- 
tories throughout the land, and these 
most inadequately equipped. 

Today no Institution can hold its 
own without complete laboratory “out- 
fit and a full staff of instructors in 
all the applied sciences. Says the

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GEORGIA COLLEGES 
FOR GEORGIA BOYS 


Chancellor Barrow ‘Thinks 
Best Results Can Be Ob- 
tained in the State Institu- 
tions. 


By DAVID C. BARROW, 
Chancellor of the University of Geor- 
gia. 

Georgia boys should attend Georgia 
colleges. At this season those who 
are in charge of the youth of the 
State are giving careful consideration 
to this matter. The boy has finished 
his high school and the question of se- 
lecting a college is being considered. 
It is recognized ag a serious question. 
I desire to express the opinion that 
in any college the young man is bet- 
ter protected from the temptations 
which beset youth, tnean he 1s at any 
other situation, awa yfrom his home, 
outside of a college. This statement 
is based on my personal experience 
and on inquiry into the experiences of 

others. 

It must be admitted, 
from 


however, that 
the change the -watchfulness of 
the high school and the home to the 
comparative freedom of the college is 
at best a time which tests the young 
man causes earnest thought. 
The matter becomes more serious when 
the student into new surround- 
ings among people whose customs are 
strange. The colleg the home 
relieves the situation of some of its 
difficulties and temptations and is a 
protection to the student in this 
change from higzh school to collegee. 
He 1s among his own people, who 
have the habits and ideas to which he 
is accustomed. It would seem that 
this is a consideration which. should 
not be neglected in selecting a col- 
lege. 

Another consideration is that ac- 
quaintance and friendships of after 
life. My-father was sent by his guar- 
dian to New England schools and to 
Harvard college. He regretted the loss 
of hisacquaintance with Georgia boys 
all of his life. I have often heard him 
say that a great mistake was made 
in his case. He sent five of his six 
sons to the university. One son who 
had a desire for a military training, 
went to West Point. I am sure that 
my father’s conclusion is correct. It 
is a mistake to send a boy away from 
those with whom he is to spend his 
life, at the time when he is making 
his friends. I would not give my 
cOllege friendships for a good planta- 
tion.

Cost Less in Georgia. 

The cost in a Georgia college 
much less than. that in the larger and 
richer colleges. I know that this car- 
ries some stiYdents away from this 
State. It is true of education, as of 
many other things, that people esti- 
mate value by cost. I believe that it 
is more unfair, not to say unwise, 
to place education on the basis of the 
money spent that is true of anything 
I know, except religion. Still, people 
who have a lot of money wish to 
spend with the spenders. Il regard 
the regulation of the expenses, the sci- 
entific use of money, as a part of edu- 
cation. I do not think the mere 
spending of money is so difficult as to 
be considered a part of education. 

The great question is the education 
which the boy gets. An undergradu- 
ate can get as good training in Geor- 
Sia as elsewhere. It is quite likely 
that the Georgia boy will get better 
training at one of his home colleges 
than he will get anywhere outside of 
the state. I am sure I can prove that 
this is not a boost but a fact. I be- 
lieve that the statistics of work done 
by the bachelors from Georgia col- 
leges will convince anyone of the 
truth of the statement. I do not claim 
that any Georgia college has sufficient 
endowment for advanced gradu- 
ate work. 

The Best Right at Home. 

As I am satisfied that the boy can 
get aS good trainining in his bach- 
elor’s course in Georgia colleges as he 
can get anywhere, I advise that he go 
to his home college. 

I will close this statement with an 
extract from the charter of the uni- 
versity. This charter was approved 
January 1785. The experience of 
more than a century approves the. wis- 
dom of its statement. This charter is 
one of the great utterances of that 
time when men were mightily stirred 
and responded mightily. 

“When the minds of people in gen- 
eral are viciously disposed and unprin- 
cipled, and their conduct disorderly, 
a free government will be attended 
with greater confusions and evils more 
horrid than the wild uncultivated state 
of nature it can only happy when 
the public principles and opinions are 
properly directed and their manners 
regulated. This is an influence be- 
yond the stretch of laws and punish- 
ment, and be claimed only by religion 
and education. It should therefore be 
among the first objects of those who 
wish well to the national] prosperity to 
encourage and support the principles 
of religion and morality, and early to 
place the youth under the forming 
hand of society, that by instruction, 
they may be moulded to the love of 
virtue and good order. Sending them 
abroad to other communities for their 
education will not answer these pur- 
poses,is too humiliatingan acknowl- 
edgement of the ignorance or the in- 
feriority of our own, and will always 
be the cause of so great foreign at- 
tachments, that upon principles of pol- 
icy it is inadmissable.”

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Suggests More Normal Courses 
In Church Colleges jor Girls 


By Dumas, Malone, Professor of Bible 
and . Education, Andrew College, 
Cuthbert, Ga. 

The most hopeful of modern educa- 
tional tendencies is the “back to life” 
movement. With the growing con- 
sciousness on the part of educators 
that the school must prepare for life 
has come a marked growth on the part 
of those institutions which prepare for 
some specific phase or phaseg of life. 
Witness the growth of the technical 
and normal schools. 

He is no wild fanatic who Says that 
boys and girls ought to be prepared by 
the schools for that work which thev 
are to do in the world. If the ma- 
jority of the graduates of the woman's 
colleges teach, whether in the school 
or in the homes over which they pre- 
side, the colleges ought to prepare 
them to teach. If most women have 
intimate relations with a home, they 
Ought to learn something of how A 
home should be ordered and directed. 

This feeling that the girls of todav 
ought to receive such definite training 
to be the women of tomorrow has led 
to the instituting in our colleges of 
courses with this aim in view. And 
it hag led, furthermore, to the estab- 
lishment of a distinct class of institu- 
tions which are usually called normal 
and industrial schools. 

In one sense of the word, it is rath- 
er strange, that aH the school of this 
type, or at least all with which the 
writer is acquainted, have been estab- 
lished: and maintained by the state. 
Some church colleges for women of- 
courses in normal training and 
home economics, but they lay prime 
emphasis upon general and, ag it may 
be called classical education. It 
seemsS rather unfortunate that such 
should have been the case for there 
are reasons why the church should en- 
ter this field of education. 

Competition Is Growing. 

For one thing there igs now consid- 
erable competition between church 
schools, even between those belonging 
to the same denomination. This is 
inevitable where institutions stress 
the same line of work. To be specific, 
Should they all aim at the performance 
of the classical college requirements, 
there would be of necessity considera- 
ble competition between the three 
Methodist colleges for women in Geor- 
gia—Weslcyan, LaGrange and Andrew. 
And, indeed, there has been such com- 
petition in the past. In view of the 
fact that these institutions are backed 
by the same church and that competi- 


tion would tend to engender ill feeling 
in the denomination, and in view of the 
fact that they have largely the same 
ideals and purposes, such competition 
would be exceedingly unfortunate. 
Doubtless similar instances might be 
found among the colleges of other 
churches. 

Another reason why it 
advisable for the church to enter this 
field of education is that there is now 
more demand for this type of training 
than the state is able to supply. The 
number of girls who are turned away 
each year by the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college at Milledgeville is 
proof enough of this. Not only is 
there now this great demand, but there 
is going to be each year 4 greater one. 
Training for service in the home is 
vet in the early stages of its develop- 
ment and the training of women for 
self-sustaining work is yet rather a 
novelty in our state at any rate. So 
it would be a good work for some of 
the church colleges to get under the 
load and help the over-burdened state 
institutions carry it on. 

There are, furthermore, many par- 
ents who desire for their daughters 
the atmosphere of a church schooi, 
and who, yet, wish for them training 
of-the type which I have indicated. As 
fit is now, there is no school which will 
satisfy them. If a girl is sent to a state 
school, she will miss that special re- 
ligious atmosphere and special reli- 
giovs attention which her parents wish 
for her; if she is sent to a ehurch- 
school, she will miss that special voe- 
cational training which they wish her 
to receive. So it seems reasonable 
to believe that a normal and indus- 
trial college conducted by a religious 
denomination would make a distinct 
appeal to a large class of patrons and 
pupils. 

New Courses Offered. 

In view of all this, it might be of 
interest to readers of The Constitution 
to know thpt Andrew college will 
offer next year a number of courses 
along the line of normal training and 
home economics. There is reason to 
believe, furthermore, that these lines 
will be stressed from this time for- 
ward. Some have even made the sug- 
gestion that the“institution be made 
a normal and industrial college and 
such a thing is far from being im- 
possible, |

The word sorority ig but recently 
coined, butits meaning is quite clear. 
especially to those who know the clas- 
sics. It means literally a ‘sisterhood,’ 
and is used to represent an organiza- 
tlon among college women similar to 
the fraternity among college men 

The disposition on the part of 
of these organizations of wome 
the term fraternity instead of sorority 
is rather to be deplored. Fraternity 
is an older and better established term, 
but its significance is already well 
derstood, and no more proper ap- 
plication to a band of sisters than tne 
term brothers would have to @ pa-r 
of sisters. 

The cause

derstood, will not be best 
an assumption of masculinity on the 
part of woman. The writer is willing 
to accord to woman any right or even 
privilege which she seriously desires, 
and which she is seriously convinced 
will add to the sum total of her hap- 
and prosperity, except—and here 
he must draw the line—the right to 
change her feminine nature.

The prime object of both the 
nity and the sorority is mutual 
and encouragement.

The advantages of the sorority to the 
individual member are two-fold, first 
the assistance which she receives from 
her associates and second the qualities 
of leadership and breadth of 
which she develops as a result of 
the demands which are made 
Perhaps the second is even 
advantage than the first. 

There many ways in which the 
members of a sorority help the new and 
immature members. In her school work 
the sorority demands that she shall 
acquit herself creditably, and the lag- 
gard student is constantly spurred on 
to greater effort by her sorority sis- 
ters, and if necessary an older stu- 
dent is appointed to give her definite 
and systematic coaching in her more 
difficult studies. On the other 
the sorority rejoices in the academic 
victories of its members, and acclaims 
them as heroines and shining exam- 
ples of the virtues of the sorority. 

In a disciplinary way the 
is of much benefit to members. A 
breach of college discipline on the part 
of one of its members is accepted by 
the sorority as a reflection upon its 
own honor and reputation, and its re- 
fractory member is sometimes dealt 
with more summarily and effectually 
by the sorority than would be 
ble by the college authorites. 

As a social unit the sorority is 
an advantage to its members. i. i 
natural and proper to. form social] 
groups wherever many individuals 
constitute a community.

general judiciary committee No. 1. 

The bill is modeled after the primary 
election law that has been enacted in 
some of the northern states, and that 
barely failed of passage in New York 
this year. 

It prescribes that all party nomina- 
tions shall be made by primary selec- 
tion, the primary election for state and 


county offices to be held on the second 
Tuesday in July. Rigid safeguards are | 
thrown around primary elections to | 
prevent improper interferences with | 
the voter. 

The most sweeping changes in the 
present system, however, are those séc- 
tions of the bill which provide for all 
the party machinery to be created by 
ballot. 

Would Choose Delegates by Ballot. 

Delegates to state and national con- 
ventions are to be elected by popular 
baliot, as well as the executive com- 
mittee of the party. It is provided 
that four members of the executive 
committee shall be elected by the 
state-at-large and two by each con- 
gressional district. 

No party shall be allowed to partict- 
pate in the primary election unless it 
has cast at least 20,000 votes in the 
last preceding presidential election or 
unless it is backed by a petition signed 
by at least 10,000 qualified voters. 

State and County to Pay. 

The expenses of holding the primary 
election is to be borne equally by the 
state and county, and each political 
party is forbidden from levying assess- 
ments of any kind on candidates. 

One of the most rigid features of 
the bill is the section which prohibits 
any person except the duly authorized 
managers and clerks to be nearer than 
100 feet of the voter at the time he 
casts his ballot. 

It is hardly expected that the bill 
will pass without. amendment, but 
there is a growing sentiment that a 
primary law of some kind is needed, 
and certain features of the measure 
will meet with strong support.

Jim 
remarked: 

“To my mind the automobile is one 
of the biggest curses to business that 
was ever invented.” 

“How come? Let's hear the reasons 
for that sweeping condemnation.” 

“Let me give you an example. Last 
week I had two men to see in town 
here. It was Thursday afternoon. One 
lives out at East Lake and I went out 
there to see him. Did I see him? No. 
Mr. Man had gone to the ball 
game in his automobile. So I started 
for my second call, which was in De- 
catur. Customer No. 2 was another 
automobile enthusiast, and he had gone 
out to the river to do some fishing, I 
think, or for a spin out toward Ros- 
well perhaps. Anyway, I couldn’t see 
him either, and my entire afternoon 
was spoilt on account of two meh who 
would have been attending to their 
business as well as allowing me to at- 
tend to mine, if they had only had as 
much interest in their businesses as 
they had in their automobiles.” 

‘Tt is a fact that for about three 
months out of the year my business is 
badly broken into on account of the 
automobiles my customers own. It is 
worst in the small towns, and the 
trouble comes from various points. I 
know men who have business with 
about six or seven thousand capital 
behind them who have two or three 
thousand of it tied up in a car. And 


when you go to see them you find 


them out having a good time in the 
car. Things weren’t run that way 
when daddy was in business, and I be- 
lieve there wouldn’t be as many busi- 
ness failures today if the owners and 
managers of businesses didn’t do so 
much gallivanting around in automo- 
biles. 

The oldest traveler had been an in- 
terested listener to the foregoing con- 
versation, and just here he broke in. 

“The: bad part of your argument is 
that it sounds good while it is really 
full of holes. In the first place the 
kind of man who uses an automobile 
to the detriment of his business today 
would have attended all the barn rais- 
ings, hog killings and dances in the 
countryside in his horse and buggy in 
your father’s day, and his business 
would have gone to rack and ruin just 
the same. It isn’t the surroundings 
which make a man a good reliable 
business man or the reverse, it is the 
man himself. If your father was alive 
today he would probably own an auto- 
mobile and use it for the benefit of his 
business, as wise men do now, and he 
would have been thankful for the new 
business which the automobile industry 
has brought to the country. For the 
good roads it has compelled and the 
thousands of other improvements 
which have come in its wake. The 
trouble with your viewpoint is that it 
is narrow. You shouldn’t grumble be- 
cause conditions have changed, but act 
the part of a man and adapt yourself 
to the advancement of the world and 
keep step with the procession. Think 
it over.”

There are a number of business 
houses today which are encouraging 
their employees to contribute any sug- 
gestions they may have for the bet- 
ter conduct of the business and the 
elimination of waste motion. 

This is a feature of all businesses 
which are employing large numbers of 
people which has been teo much over- 
looked in the past. 

One large concern, to the writer’s 
knowledge, offers a small bonus for 
every idea which is accepted, and in 
Various other ways encourages the 
men to help with their brains and orig- 
Inality. The executive head of a 
business should approach this matter 
with care and thought, or he _ will 
Scare off much valuable help which he 
would otherwise get. 

It is probable that the employees 
of a factory will give fifty ideas which 
are impracticable, and in many cases 
foolish, for one which is worth con- 
sidering, but it is worth the time and 
trouble to receive the fifty impracti- 
cable ones with courtesy for the sake 
of the one good one which will save 
time and money. It should always 
be remembered that it is not good 
business to treat the employee who is 
making the suggestion with any kind 
of reception other than the most at- 
tentive and courteous. If the man- 
ager brusquely ‘refuses to use _ the 
idea, or almost laughs in the man’s 
face at the foolishness of it, it is not 
likely that man will feel inclined to 
come again with another idea. But if 
he is received with proper attention 
and listened to with courtesy, and, if 
his idea is not practical, if it is ex- 
plained to him why it ig not, he will 
go away with the feeling that he is 
at any rate thought to be of value to 
the company, and with the determina- 
tion to try again and “put one over” 
next time, the man will have been 
made of more value than ever before 
to his company, and will have been 
induced to take more interest in the 
work. In this way, even if the idea 
was worthless, the man himself will 
have an increased value to the com- 
panyandthemanager will have got- 
ten into closer touch with his em- 
ployee.
